Ist UC arbitration set 


An arbitrator has been chos- 
en to hear the first, test case 
grievance under the_ historic 
agreement ending the Univer- 
sity of California protest. Hear- 
ings are expected to. start 
early in October. 

Arbitrator John Kagel will 
hear the case in the first in- 
voking of the UC agreement’s 
provision for “outside” arbitra- 
tion supplanting the  univer- 
Sity’s system of grievance 
hearings by high-up UC per- 
sonnel whose recommendations 
could be overturned by the UC 
president or chancellors. 

The case centers on the Ala- 
meda County Building Trades 
Council’s charge that UC pre- 
maturely instituted its “main- 
tenance” classification for 
building tradesmen, union at- 
torney Victor Van Bourg said. 
It involves a member -of Steam- 
fitters Local 342. 

Unionists maintain that the 
agreement which ended the 10- 
week picketline protest barred 
the lower-paid ‘maintenance” 
classification before Septem- 
ber 1. 

UC, however, began assign- 
ing craftsmen to maintenance 
soon after the settlement was 
reached in June, 

In court action by the BTC, 
a judge ruled that the agree- 
ment’s provision for outside ar- 
bitration of grievances was 
binding on the university and 
must be invoked at the coun- 
cil’s request. 

The agreement, first ever 
signed by a state agency, also 
restored prevailing wages 
which UC President Charles J. 
Hitch had denied unionists, in- 
stituted the “outside” arbitra- 
tion system, provided for uni-

versity payment into union 
fringe benefit funds and made 
other gains. 

Some 2,000 building trades 
and -non-building trades work. 
ers left their jobs April 17 and 
returned 10 weeks later after 
agreement had been secured 
by the Bay Area Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee of AFL-CIO, Teamster 
and ILWU unionists.

How to buy 


Less expensive protein sources 


By SIDNEY MARGOLIUS 

With boneless chuck typically 
$1.10 a pound, and medium-lean 
(or medium-fat) chopped beef 
at 93 cents, moderate-income 
families have heen hit harder 
than ever this year by the high 
food prices of late summer. 

The fact is, the national meat 
hunger has made working peo- 
ple a captive of a politically-in- 
fluential livestock industry 
bent on extracting the last dol- 
lar for its succulent product. 

Working people want meat 
after a hard day’s work and 
they are made to pay a high 
price for it. I estimate that if 
you're at all typical, about 7 
eents of every buck you earn 
goes just for meat. 

UNTIL PRICES come down 
later this fall, the only way to 
beat the big price tag is to 
stretch meat with other protein 
foods. 

Actually, meat is not essen- 
tial for a nutritious diet if you 
include in a meal other foods 
that have “complete” protein. 
These are foods from animal 
sources such as meat, poultry, 
milk, cheese, and of 
course, fish.

‘amount fed them, 

Interestingly, meat does not 
have as high a PER among the 
complete protein foods as some 
of the others in the group. 
Eggs have the highest PER, 
followed by fish and milk prod- 
ucts. 

For the benefit of weight 
watchers, fish has by far the 
highest proportion of protein 
to calories (60.8), followed by 
chicken (42.7), eggs (33.2), beef 
and veal (29.3) and _ cheese 
(25.7). 

Eggs are about the only pro- 
tein food that have not gone up 
this year. : 

BEEF has more protein than 
pork; chicken more than either. 
But the highest-protein product 
among the foods from animal 
sources also happens to be the 
cheapest: nonfat dry milk pow- 
der. Not only does it have more 
protein per ounce, it also has 
the third highest PER. 

Some young people recently 
have turned to “whole-grain” or 
other vegetarian diets, like 
those based on brown rice. 
Such diets can be harmful to 
health if they omit whole-pro- 
tein foods anl concentrate on 
just a few items. 

None of the so-called ‘“‘whole” 
grains are really “complete” in 
their protein. Some grains, 
beans and nuts, however, are

How not fo be a fall guy 


Automobile crashes are still 
America’s champion killers but 
falls are in second pace, the Na- 
tional Safety Council reported. 

Motor vehicle accidents killed 
54,862 persons and more than 
13,000 died as result of falls, 
the Safety Council said. 


It found that falls are re- 
sponsibe for just over one in 
five disabling injuries and 
deaths at work, 

All of which led up to an- 
nouncement that the Safety 


Council has a pamphlet, “Fall 
Guy Follies,’ showing major 
causes and was to prevent falls. 


Important causes of falls, the 
pamphlet finds, are spilled ma- 
terial, clutter, loose clothing, 
misuse of ladders, running and 
carelessness on stairways.

complete. These foods can be 
very useful as extenders or par- 
tial substitutes for whole-pro- 
tein animal foods. 

Among the most useful grain 
and legume products for com- 
bining with meat and other ex- 
pensive protein foods are soy 
bean products, wheat germ, 
white beans, lima beans, mung 
beans, peas, lentils, chick peas, 
and ground nuts, including 
their processed produces such 
as peanut butter. 

These foods not only are 
high in protein but the body 
utilizes it well. Oatmeal, while 
it has less protein than the 
foregoing, still is fairly high in 
protein and exceptionally high 
in PER, exceeded only by 
wheat germ in this group. 
Noodles and spaghetti also are 
medium-high in protein. 

Rice, even brown rice, is rel- 
atively low in protein. Parboil- 
ed or converted rice is a little 
richer in protein and other nu- 
erients than common polished 
rice. Barley has more protein 
than rice, but not as much as 


the legume, 

NOW YOU can see what’s 
best to use in combination with 
expensive meat. Non-fat milk 
powder and wheat germ are 
especially helpful since you can 
mix them into meat loaf and 
patties, and use them for fish 
and poultry coatings and to 
add to soups and other dishes. 

One way not to save money 
or improve nutrition is eo buy 
the Hamburger Helper and 
Skillet Dinner products now be- 
ing promoted. 

The manufacturers advertise 
that all you have to add is the 
meat. 

That, of course, is what veal- 
ly costs the money. All you get 
for your 89 eo 91 cents for the 
“helper” is, in one such prod- 
uct. a 14'2-ounce can of vege- 
tables and a packet of dried 
sauce; in another, about a half 
cup of rice, tomato sauce and 
flavorings; in a third, a can of 
sauce, about 3 ounces of nood- 
les, and a package of dried 
cheese and seasonings. 

The high-protein grain prod-

ucts and legumes noted above 
provide ways of stretching 
meats that are much less costly 
and more nutritions. Nor is 
there any significant saving of 
time in using the ready-mixed 
“helpers.” 

Some of the packages can 
mislead you. One says, “Makes 
five 6-ounce servings.” That’s 
30 ounces. But the package 
gives you only 16'4 ounces of 
ingredients. 

The rest of the advertistd 30 
ounces is the meat, rice and 
additional ingredients which 
YOU add. 

The manufacturer, Chun 
King, even kindly advises that 
“adding extra meat or vegeta- 
bles will increase the number 
of servings.’ We can count too, 
Mr. Chun, who is really the R. 
J. Reynolds Co. in disguise. 

SEPTEMBER has few sales 
and is usually the month of 
highest prices for most goods. 
One important opportunity for

Many insectides are hazardous 


A survey and examination of 
75 widely available household 
insecticides leads Consumer Re- 
ports to the conclusion that all 
of them are effective to some 
degree, but that many are too 
hazardous for household use. 

The August issue of the con- 
sumer magazine looks at 
products for both flying and 
crawling insects. It advises 
that if preventive measures 
against insects fail, you should 
always use the least hazardous 
insecticide that does the job. 

Consumer Reports is opposed 
to use of certain insecticides 
for crawling insects that come 
in the form of a floor wax or 
shelf paper, saying those it ex- 
amined contained lindane, a 
chemical which vaporizes over 
a long period of time and is 
Suspected of being a _ health 
hazard. 

All poison-bait insecticides re- 
viewed were judged too hazard- 
ous for use in households with 
smal]l children or pets, and a 
couple were judged generally 
too hazardous for handling by 
adults. Consumers Union, non- 
prorfit publisher of Consumer 
Reports “stronly advises 
against using poison bait ex- 
cept as a last resort,” and with 
extreme precautions. 

Flying insects should not be 
controlled by use of vaporizing 
strips, says Consumer Reports. 
It cites three it considers too 
hazardous for household use be- 
cause the vapor they continue 
to emit over long time periods 
is ssupected of being a health 
hazard. 

The three are: Aeroseal In- 
Sect Strip; Shell’s No-Pest Strip 
Insecticide; and Vaporette Va- 
por Action Insect Strip. 

A fumigating smoke sold for 
control of flying insects was 
also judged too hazardous for 
household use because it may 
deposit microscopic particles of 
very toxic and persistent lin- 
dane. The product is. Sme-Cloud 
Lindane Bug Killer. 

Consumer Reports recom- 
mends that aj] users of house- 
hold insecticides keep some 


safety tips in mind: 

e Treat any household insec- 
ticide, no matter how labeled, 
as poisonous and flammable. 

e Don't stock insecticides; 
buy them only as needed. If you 
have to store one, keep it lock- 
ed in a cool, dry cabinet, prefer- 
ably in a room not lived in. 
Pressurized cans, for instance, 
have been known to spring a 
leak in hot closets. 

@ Avoid breathing sprays as 
much as possible. If you're 
using a powder, wear a gauze 
mask, available in drug stores. 

e Wash hands _ thoroughly 
after using any insecticide. 

FORTY NINE THOUSAND 
nine hundred and ninety nine 
times the young man walked 
the runway of carpet samples— 
nearly 250 miles. But it wasn’t 
until he turned around and 
made it 50,000 asses over the 
carpeting that this phase of the 
testing was complete. 

At Consumers Union, the 
nonprofit product testing and 
consumer - advisory organiza- 
tion, this was just one of many 
tests run recently in an at- 
tempt to evaluate the porform- 
ance characteristics of low-cost 
nylon pile carpets in a day to 
day use. 


In another test to simulate 
daily wear, CU subjected other 
samples of each carpet to the 
strenuous gyrations of a lab- 
oratory abrasion machine in 
which the _ carpeting spins 
around under a pair of abras- 
ive wheels, mounted so that 
they slide against the carpeting 
as well as roll over it. 

A third test of carpet wear 
took the form of installing 
samples in a busy corridor at 
the consumer _organization’s 
headquarters. At intervals the 
samples were inspected, photo- 
graphed, and switched accord- 
ing to a_ standardized proce- 
dure, 

The carpeting involved in 
these tests was tufted nylon 
with level-loop construction—as 
opposed to sculptured pile in 
which the pile varies in height 
according to a pattern. Their 


list prices are in the $5 to $9 
per square yard range. 

After testing and rating 17 
models, each in three different 
colors, for the August issue of 
Consumer Reports, CU’s maga- 
zine, the testing organization 
concluded” ... you can expect 
this type of carpeting to give 
you a considerable amount of 
trouble-free wear.” 

“All in all,” says Consumer 
Reports, “we were quite im- 
pressed by the performance of 
the carpeting we _ tested 
You shouldn't fear that its low 
price indicates poor wearing 
quality. In fact, this low-priced 
carpeting may give you more 


for your money than some 
higher-priced kinds.” 
The consumer advisory or- 


ganization notes that, as it ex- 
pected, none of the nylon pile 
carpeting proved flammable. 

It also performed what it 
calls stringent tests for color- 
fastness to light, “exposing 
them to light that simulated 
strong sunlight for a time we 
judged to be the equivalent of 
years of actual use.” Consumer 
Reports ratings indicate which 
carpets proved particularly vul- 
nerable to fading. Colorfast- 
ness, the magazine notes, can 
vary from color to color within 
a brand. 

“In general,” says the report, 
“we found the blue earpeting 
the most colorfast and the gold 
the next; our red carpeting was 
Significantly less colorfast.” 
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Contracts, safety practice 
affected by 3 new laws 


Three measures sponsored by 
the California Building Trades 
Council to correct some of the 
serious enforcement problems 
within the Division of Industri- 
al Safety and some of the build- 
ing practices by public agencies 
are now law. 

Senate Bill 1477 by Senator 
Alfred Al Song, requires that 
the laying of carpeting in con- 
junction with a lease mainte- 
mane contract paid for out of 
public funds is a public works 
contract and subject to prevail- 
ing wages and‘the State Con- 
tract Act. 

The need for this measure 
arose from the practice of some 
school districts and state uni- 
versities of having carpeting in- 
stalled under a lease-purchase 
carpet installation contract. 

Senate Bill 381 by Senator 
Alan Short, will require the Di- 
vision of Industrial Safety to 
transmit to the Registrar of 
Contractors a copy of reports 
made in investigations involy- 
ing disability or death. 

This measure’ will sup- 
ply the statistical informa- 
tion to the Registrar of Con- 
tractors so that he may effec- 


tively enforce the provisions of 
the Business and Profession 
Code which requires all contrae- 
tors to comply with safety 
rules and regulations. 


Assembly Bill 213 by Assem- 
blyman Leo McCarthy, requires 
the Division of Industrial Safe. 
ty to respond to a complaint of 
an unsafe place of employment 
within three working days and 
prohibits an employer to dis- 
charge or otherwise threatenan 
employe who has made a bona- 
fide complaint and also provid 
es reinstatement and reim- 
bursement for lost wages and 
benefits caused by such act of 
the employer. 


The measure further provides 
for confidentiality of such 
complaint. This legislation wilt 
require the Division of Indus- 
trial Safety to be more respon 
sive to complaints of unsafe 
places of employment and pvro- 
tect the employe who makes 
such a complaint. 

The three pieces of legislation 
will become effective on 
61st day after the adjournment 
of the 1972 regular sesion of 
the legislature.

Tax reform demand renewed 


Labor’s demand for substan- 
tive tax reform—not just token 
measures was renewed by 
AFL-CIO tax specialist Arnold 


Cantor last week. 


“Firm figures on some of the 
major loopholes” show that up 


to $25 billion a year is lost 
through escape hatches that 
let big corporations and 
wealthy families “get away 
with murder” in the present tax 
structure, Cantor declared. He 
hit hard at current tax code 


provisions that let U.S. corpor- 
ations shift to overseas opera- 
tions and avoid most or all of 
the taxes that domestic corpor- 
ations must pay. 


He said that two of those 
gaping holes—deferral of taxes 
on foreign-source income and 
the foreign tax credit—add up 
to a 3.3 billion annual perman 
ent tax loss to the U.S, Treas- 
ury, and force “moderate and 
middle - income taxpayers te 
pick up the tab.” He charged 
that this “actually encourages 
and induces industry to export 
technology and to export jobs.” 


That, he said. is “really twist- 
ing the knife. because the tax- 
payers are, in effect, paying for 
the export of their own jobs.” 


Cantor, an economist in the De 
partment ot Research, leveled 
the charges on Labor News 
Conference radio program. 

Cantor warned that the Nix- 
on Administration’s plan tv 
link its value-added tax with a 
property tax reduction would 
just throw an even heavier bur- 
den on moderate-income Amer- 
icans,

Urban League seeks closer labor ties 


A concerted effort to step up 
cooperation between organized 
labor and the National Urban 
League was apparent in several 
actions at the league’s 62nd 
conference in St. Louis. 


AFL-CIO Secretary-Treasurer 
Lane Kirkland was elected to 
the NUL Board of Trustees. 


AFL-CIO Education Director 
Walter Davis was the featured 
speaker at the conference's 
annual “Business and Labor” 
lunch, 


The more than 4,000 dele- 
gates unanimously passed a 
strong resolution on unemploy- 
ment, calling on the govern- 
ment to make the achievement 
of full employment its number 
one priority. 

NUL Executive Director Ver- 
non Jordan started it off in his 
opening address, when he de. 
scribed unemployment as the 
number one “survival issue” for 
black Americans. 

Jordan declared that as a re- 
sult of government willingness 
to accept an unemployment 
rate of more than 5 per cent 


“black people are forced into 
an economic pressure chamber 
not known by white Americans 
Since the 1930s.” 


Jordan also made public a 
special Urban League report 
indicating that in the low-in- 
come areas of 44 American cit- 
ies, one out of four workers is 
jobless. 

The report urges that these 
inner city “low income areas 
with high concentrations of 
blacks and other minorities be 
declared ‘disaster areas’ mak- 
ing them eligible for intensive 
economic aid.” 

Davis voiced the AFL-CIO's 
concern with the continuing 
high rate of joblessness. 


“American unions are a little 
bit uptight about the notion 
that unemployment can be an 
instrument of national policy,” 
he said. “Today, the worker 
and his job are being openly 
bartered —with disastrous con- 
sequences for the nation.” 

Davis pointed out that overall 
unemployment has sharply in- 
creased black joblessness and 


has brought unemployment 
among young blacks to crisis 
proportions. 


“Rising unemployment is 
deeply disturbing to both the 
league and the labor move- 
ment,” he noted, “and is just 
one indication of how closely 
the league’s agenda parallels 
that of the AFL-CIO.” 


Davis expressed agreement 
with Jordan’s demand that gov- 
ernment become the employer 
of last resort to reduce unem- 
ployment and to deal with the 
nation’s vast baoklog of unmet 
public needs. 


The AFL-CIO education direc- 
tor was introduced by Presi- 
dent Paul Jennings of the Efec- 
trical, Radio & Machine Work- 
ers, one of three union leaders 
already serving as members of 
the Urban League Board of 
Trustees, The others are Presi- 
dent Frederick O'Neal of Act- 
ors Equity and President-Emer- 
itus David Sullivan of the Ser- 
vice Employes.

“Area Wide Bargaining.” Area 
Wide Bargaining can best be 
described as two or more Lo- 
cal Unions whose jurisdictions 
border each other, bargaining 
for one common contract. 


On the surface, area wide 
bargaining doesn’t seem to be 
too complicated. However, when 
you really get into the prob- 
lems involved it could get very 
complicated, for instance; the 
jurisdiction of Local 216, (Ala- 
meda and Contra Costa coun- 
ties), borders the jurisdiction 
of five other Locals, Vallejo, 
Stockton, San Francisco, San 
Mateo, and San Jose. 

I would anticipate that should 
area wide bargaining occur in 
the Bay Area it would include 


the five locals that bordder the. 


bay. This would exclude Stock- 
ton that borders our eastern 
jurisdiction line. 

Now consider some of the 
problems involved should these 
five Locals do this thing called 
area wide bargaining: 

WAGES: All of the five Lo- 
cal Unions have a_ different 
wage rate now and have had 
since time began. 

HOURS: Oakland and San 
Jose have a 36 hour work week, 
(four hours Friday) San Ma- 
teo has a 36 hour work week, 
with what is called a swinging 
Friday, (eight hours every oth- 
er Friday). San Francisco has 
a 35-hour work week, (seven 
hours a day, Monday through 
Friday). Vallejo has a 40 hour 
work week, (eight hours a day 
Monday through Friday). 

TRAVEL TIME: All five lo- 
cals have vastly different 
agreement on travel pay. 

SUBSISTENCE: This item 
also varies within the five bay 
area Locals. 

FRINGES: This item varies 
from soup to nuts within the 
five Locals. We could go on and 
on but this gives you a fair 
idea of what is involved in area- 
wide bargaining. Besides all of 
the items mentioned, and many 
more, what about the five dif- 
ferent sets of “Working Rues.” 
Remember? Each local has 
their own set of working rules 
that governs each member. 

A long time ago contractors 
didn’t worry so much about the 
contract of the Loeal Union in 
the next county because they 
were hometown boys--and rare- 
ly went outside the jurisdiction 
of the Local Union with which 
they had a signed agreement. 

Today we have Sheet Metal 
Contractors doing the work 
within our jurisdiction that 
come from all over the country 
and naturally we have con- 
tractors from the other -four 
Bay Area Locals. 

The Sheet Metal Contractor 
today is mobile. He dislikes 
very much to he told that this 
week he can work his job 40 
hours in Vallejo. next weck 36 
hours in Oakland, and the fol- 
lowing week 35 hours in San 
Francisco and each week he 
will pay different wages and 
fringes and that he will have 
@ different rate to pay for trav- 
€] and on and on and on and on.

The so-called welfare plan be- 
ing shaped by the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee would use fed- 
eral funds to subsidize “employ- 
ers who are paying the most 
unconscionable wages” and en- 
courage them to continue “star- 
vation pay,” AFL-CIO Social 
Security Director Bert Seidman 
charged. 

The plan would force welfare 
mothers into jobs paying as 
little as $1.20 an hour with the 
federal payment pushing it up 
to the minimum wage. 

Seidman declared the plan of- 
fers “no incentive whatsoever 
for such employers to increase 
their wages.” 

He agreed fully with a recent 
New York Times editorial stat- 
ing that “the program would 
put the government in a two- 
way partnership with cut-rate 
private employers.”

Seidman said the AFL-CIO 
Strongly supports a wide-rang- 
ing public service employment 
program, provided the jobs “pay 
decent wages ... have some op- 
portunity for advancement .. . 
and provide meaningful train- 
ing leading to real jobs.” 

“All the surveys that have 
ever been taken demonstrate 
that the people now on welfare 
are very anxious to get such 
jobs,” he pointed out. 

Seidman renewed the call for 
adoption of the welfare reform 
amendment sponsored by Sena- 


co-sponsors, which would “es- 
tablish the whole welfare pro- 
gram on a federal basis.” 

He said that key features of 
the Ribicoff measure Include a 
larger public service jobs pro- 
gram than the House-passed 
version of welfare reform, safe- 
guards against welfare recipi- 
ents being forced into jobs “at 
wages below the federal mini- 
mum,” adequate day care for 
children of working mothers, 
and protection of “jeb rights of 
state and local employes trans- 
ferred to federal employment 
under the program.” 


Let U.S. take over bankrupt 


Penn Central, 


President Al H. Chesser of 
the United Transportation Un- 
ion urgently recommended that 
Congress nationalize the bank- 
rupt Penn Central Railroad 
which he said has been “killed 
by greed, killed by mismanage- 
ment, killed by colossal ignor- 
ance.” 

It is “dead as a private en- 
terprise system,” Chesser told a 
press luncheon in Wahington. 

He urged that Congress place 
the road “in the hands of public 
officials whose sole responsibil- 
ity will be to make the railroad 
a viable transport network in 
the East.” 

Chesser said the government 
should not assume the carrier's 
huge indebtedness but pay only 
“salvage price for the scrap 
value” of the railroad’s physical 
assets. 

“What needs to be done,” he 
said, “is to let the gamblers 
lose. Wipe out the debt struc- 
ture. If ownership must pass to 
the public, let it pass free and 
clear for a new start. The tax- 
payer must not be put in the 
position of bailing out 
who gambled and lost.” 

Chesser’s remarks came as a 
Presidential emergency board 
opened hearings in the latest 
dispute between the railroad 
and the UTU. whose 150,000 
members include 18,000 at Penn 
Central.

Penn Central had unliterally 
sought to lay off 6,000 conduc- 
tors and brakemen as of April 
1. The union threatened retalia- 
tory action. President Nixon in- 
voked the emergency board pro- 
visions of the National Railway 
act, preventing either party 
from acting while the board 
hears arguments and prepares 
recommendations, 


Penn Central trustees not 
only want to reduce the size of 
train crews, which are standard 
for the UTU on all railroads, 
but they also propose to slash 
3,800 other jobs and drop 9,000 
of the railway’s 20,000 mutes of 
track, 

UTU attorney Lester Schoene 
pointed out that the Railway 
Labor Act, bargaining history 
and the courts have held that 
crew size “must always be 2 
subject for local bargaining.”

U.S. curbs ‘tough’ employer consultant 


A National Labor Relations 
Board order to a Los Angeles 
employer to bargain with a un- 
ion was accompanied by a sharp 
directive to its labor relations 
consultant to stop sabotaging 
negotiations — for whatever 
firm she represents. 

A three-man NLRB panel 
found that Mrs. Gladys Selvin, 
who has been on the NLRB car- 
pet before, has a “proclivity” to 
violate the National Labor Re- 
lations Act. 


The board said that, as a 
representative of Chalk Metal 
Company in dealings with the 
International Longshoremen’s 
& Warehousemen’s Union, she 
set up “an elaborate. pretense 
with no sincere desire to reach 
agreement,” forcing a five-week 
strike. 

At one point, an NLRB ex- 
aminer charged, she told union 
representatives, “You are seek- 
ing to bargain with me. I am 


not seeking to bargain’ with 
you.” 
Mrs. Selvin was ordered to 


“cease and desist” from refus- 
ing to bargain in good faith on 
behalf of Chalk Metal—or any 
other employer she may repre- 
sent. 

Chalk Metal was ordered to 
resume bargaining with the 
ILWU. 

Mrs. Selvin was ordered to 
cease and desist from “interfer- 
ing with, restraining or coerc- 
ing employes” in the exercise of 
rights granted them by federal 
law. 

The firm was ordered not to 
discriminate against employes 
by refusing to reinstate strik- 
ers, 

Her practices were before the 
board when she was represent- 
ing the West Coast Casket 
Company, Incorporated, earlier 
this year. 

It was because of the previ 
ous case, the board said, that 
the broader cease-and-desist de- 
cree was issued against her. 

The ILWU won representa- 
tion rights at Chalk Metal: in 


January, 1971 and negotiations 
on a first contract began in 
April. 

“From the very inception of 
the collective bargaining pro- 
cess, Mrs. Selvin’s approach to 
the bargaining table was hos- 
tile and aggressive and in com- 
plete disregard of the spirit of 
reasonableness,” demanded by

Farm initiative hit 


The executive council of the 
California Labor Federation 
has announced its “total, all- 
out opposition to the So-called 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Initiative” appearing on the No- 
vember 7 ballot. 

The council’s resolution was 
a major item before this week’s 
Federation convention in Los 
Angelos. 

“This initiative, placed’ on 
the ballot by the large growers 
and agribusiness interests of 
California, is aimed at destroy- 
ing the United Farm Workers 
Union,” said Federation Secre- 
tary John F. Henning. 

“The whole thrust of the ini- 
tiative is to destroy the Farm 
Workers union. This is made 
clear in Section 1140.2 of the 
initiative which states, ‘it is 
hereby declared to be the policy 
of the State of California that 
the uninterrupted production, 
packing, processing, transport- 
ing, and marketing of agricul- 
tural products is vital to the 
public interest’,” he said. 

“The initiative actually strips 
from farm workers many of 
their present rights and is rid- 
died with anti-farm worker pro- 
visions throughout,” Henning 
said, “Some of the more glar- 
ing ones are: 

“1. A farm worker (under the 
proposition) cannot vote in a 
representational election unless 
he has been employed by a par- 
ticular grower for at least 14 
workdays in the preceding 30 
ealendar days and worked at 
least 100 days in agriculture 
the preceding year. In addition, 
the initiative takes the right to 
vote away from most farm 
workers by providing that any 


election must be held at a time 
when ‘the number of temporary 
agricultural employes entitled 
to vote does not exceed the 
number of permanent agricul- 
tural employes.’ The effect of 
these two sections is to bar 
two-thirds of the farm workers 
in California from voting in a 
representation election. These 
sections make a mockery of the 
elections provisions of the ini- 
tiative. 

“2. The initiative bans, for all 
intents and purposes, any boy- 
cotting activities of the union 
and bans consumer boycott 
picketing which has been held 
to be legal by the State Su- 
preme Court. These sections 
would destroy the chief weapon 
the farm workers now possess 
—the economic sanctions of a 
boycott. 

“3, The initiative broadly de- 
fines ‘management rights’ in 
order to further hamstring le- 
gitimate. collective bargaining 
goals. 

“4, The initiative contains a 
60-day ‘no-strike’ provision that 
would further erode the bar- 
gaining power of .the farm 
workers union. 


“5, The initiative narrowly de- 
fines a bargaining unit, limit- 
ing it to a particular farm even 
when a grower may operate 
multiple farming operations. 
This is another legal means of 
destroying the effectiveness of 
the union. 

“6. The initiative allows the 
grower to determine the time 
of a representational election, 
thus increasing the growers’ 
chances ot deteating the un- 
ion. 


L.A. labor chief Mazzei dies 


Irving P. Mazzei, president 
of the AFL-CIO Los Angeles 
County Federation of Labor, 
died otf complications from 
heart,and vascular surgery, He 
was 55. 

Mazzei succumbed in an am.- 
bulance while en route to a 
Duarte medical institution. 


He joined the American Guild 
of Variety Artists as a vaude- 
ville dancer in 1939. He served 
AGVA as a business represen- 
tative, organizer and western 
regional director, holding the 
latter position from 1955 to 
1963. 

He was vice president of the 
county federation and its pre- 


decessor Central Labor Coun- 
cil from 1952 to 1964 when he 
became president. 


The Los Angeles County 
board of supervisors and the 
Los Angeles city council ad- 
journed their meetings in his 
honor and flags flew at half 
staff on all county buildings. 


Mazzei was a former chair- 
man of the board of the Eco- 
nomic Youth Opportunities 
Agency and a member of the 
County Citizens Committee for 
Economy and Efficiency. 

Surviving are his wife, a 
daughter and three grandchil- 
dren. 
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Adopt a Farah striker, says Meany 


AFL-CIO President George 
Meany has called on all affili- 
ated unions to support the 
3,000 clothing workers on strike 
against the Farah Manufactur- 
ing -Co., by “adopting” individ- 
ual strikers’ families. 

Meany urged regular $100 a 
month contributions for each 
adopted family for the duration 
of the strike both by interna- 
tionad and local unions. 

“The strikers  desperatcly 
need help,” he said. Many, he 
said, are having trouble meet- 
ing rent payments or taking 
care of health and other emer- 
gency needs despite the full 
support of the Clothing Work- 
ers. 

Meany also urged union 
members to continue pushing 
labor’s nationwide boycott of 
Farah products. The company, 
one of the world’s largest mak: 
ers of men’s and boys’ pants, 
operates seven plants in Texas 
and two in New Mexico. 

Farah workers, many of them 
Mexican-Americans, struck in 
May against a wave of illegal 
firings of workers seeking un- 
ion representation. 

“The strikers have faced ev- 
ery possible opposition and in- 
dignity, including mass arrests 
and the use of vicious police 


dogs patrolling the plants,” 
Meany noted. 

“Because this strike is so im- 
portant to the entire labor 
movement, I urge that interna- 
tional unions, as well as their 
local unions, agree to ‘adopt a 
Farah family.’ A pledge of $100 . 
a month will help meet the in- 
creasing needs of strikers. 

“Checks should be made pay: 
able to the Farah Relief Fund 
and mailed to the Amalgamat- 
ed Strike Headquarters, P.O. 
Box 26842, El Paso, Texas 
79926.” 

Meanwhile, in El Paso, the 


- Amalgamated Clothing Work- 


ers reported that U.S. Supreme 
Court Justice Lewis Powell has 
denied a request by Farah to 
stay an order enjoining the 
company and its agents and 
subordinates from _ interfering 
with the right of striking work- 
ers to “peacefully picket and 
protest against the defendant 
Farah.” 

A three-judge panel of the 5th 
US. Circuit Court of Appeals 
entered the order on a civil suit 
filed by the ACW charging 
constitutional violations by 
Farah. The appeals court also 
ruled: 

“The District Court shall fur- 
ther restrain each of the de- 

fendants. their officers and 


Patchwork’ rules on public 


Existing laws governing pub- 
lic employes in California 
amount to “a patchwork sys- 
tem that is ineffective and inad- 
equate” and this patchwork 
must be replaced with “an ov- 
erall law governing public em- 
ploye relations at all levels of 
government.” 

So declared John F. Henning, 
executive secretary-treasurer of 
the California Labor Federa- 
tion,. AFL-CIO, in testimony 
presented to the Assembly Ad- 
visory Council on Public Em- 
ploye Relations in Los Angeles. 


Pointing out that California 
presently has separate laws 
governing local government em- 
ployes, state workers, teachers, 
and transit district employes, 
Henning said: 

“The result has been contra- 
dictory actions and court inter- 
pretations and confusion.” 

He said that an overall pub- 
lic employe relations law would 
bring “uniformity and stability 
to labor relations in the public 
employe field” and_ stressed 
that it should contain at least 
the following four key provi- 
sions. 

1—It should apply to local 
government workers, state em- 
ployes, including employes of 
the University of California, 
and all teachers. The only pos- 
sible exception might be tran- 
sit district employes because of 
the history of the various tran- 
sit districts acts which recog- 
nize the past pattern of private- 
ly owned and operated transit 
systems, he said. 

2—It should assure that all 
public employes without excep- 
tion, have the right to engage 
in concerted activities including 
strikes. 

3--The right of self-determin- 
ation in the establishment of 
bargaining units. 

4- Provisions to permit the 
union shop and the exclusivity 
of the certified bargaining 
agent. “This means that any ov- 
erall public employe relations 
law must contain language 
clearly granting to public em- 
ployers and public employe or- 
ganizations the power to nego- 
tiate the union shop, agency 
shop, or other forms of union 
security,” he explained. 


In addition, Henning said, 
the law should include provi- 
sions “to insure that the em- 
ploye organization having ma- 
jority membership in a bargain- 
ing unit shall have exclusive 
recognition for the period of 
the collectively bargained agree- 
ment.” 

He noted that instances 
where a minority in a unit also 
has bargaining “rights” results 
in fragmentation and chaos and 
observed that “this is not in 
the best interest of the general 
public, which would benefit 
from stable collective bargain- 
ing processes.” 

In elaborating on the needs 
for a provision establishing the 
right of self-determination in 


agents, from in any manner ar- 
resting, jailing, harassing or re: 
quiring bond on any of the’ 
plaintiffs or Farah employes 
engaging in peaceful picketing 
and assembly.” ~ 


Antonio Sanchez, manager of 
the ACW El Paso Joint Board, 
commented that the ruling 
“supports our contention that 
the strikers have been harassed 
by Farah and his agents” and 
“substantiates the fact that the 
company has violated the work- 
ers’ rights to picket and assem: 
ble peacefully.” 


The appeals court panel bas- 
ed its decision on the June 26 
federal court ruling that de. 
clared unconstitutional the Tex: 
as mass picketing laws that 
prevent strikers from being 
posted within 50 feet of the 
plant and each other, 

In its appeal, the ACW cit- 
ed the arrests of hundreds of 
strikers since the strike began 
despite the fact there has been 
no violence or unlawful activity 
on their part. 

Many of the strikers were ar- 
rested at their homes in the 
middle of the night and held in 
$400 bail each. The usual bail 
for those charged with misde- 
meanors in the El Paso area is 
$25. :
